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DETAILED ACTION 



At the outset, the Petition filed 9/12/2008 requesting rejoinder of claim 1 1 is 
acknowledged. This petition has been referred to the Primary Examiner from the TC 
Director for treatment as a request for reconsideration. Upon reconsideration, it has 
been determined that applicants are correct that the subject matter of canceled claim 1 1 
should have been rejoined at time of allowance because claim 7 (and claim 10) 
encompassed the non-elected invention, i.e., was generic, and claim 11 included all of 
the limitations of the allowed generic claim. The restriction requirement mailed 
8/17/2005 has been withdrawn and the non-elected invention rejoined in view of the 
presence of an allowed generic claim. However, as defined in 37 CFR 1 .121(c)(5), a 
claim which was previously canceled may only be reinstated by adding the claim as a 
"new" claim. Accordingly, note the examiner's amendment, below.
